ijyXQ a fta^e of pppofition and enmity to ^od, « the thoughts 
an^ imagiT^aiipns of his Jiearl\wtr« Q^ly •▼il comtiauaUy,*' 
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This done, but not thinking himfelf yet Diaboiut nnr* 
feciire enough, in the next place he bethinks models the 
himfelf of new-modellfng the town : (a) and '**'^"- 
fd he does, fetting up one, and putting down another at 
p4eafure. Wherefore my lord mayor, whofe name was 
my lord Underitanding, and Mr. Recorder, whofe n^mtf* 
was Mr. Confcience, thefe he put out of place and power. 

As for my lord mayor, though he was an 
linderftanding man, and one too that had ^ut^J^oftxl^. 
complied with the reft of the town of Man- 
foul in admitting the giant into tbe town, 2 Cor, x. 4, 5. 
yet Diabolus thought n6t fit t6 let him abide in his former 
liiftre and glory, becaufe he was a feeing man, Eph. iv. 
J 8, 19. wherefore he had darkened hi to not only by tak- 
ing from him his office and power, but by* building of an 
hi^ arid ftrong tower, juft between the fun's ireflediions 
and the windows of my lord's palace ; by which means 
the houfe, and the whole of his habitation, was made as 
dark sts darkiiefs itfelf: and thus, being alienated from

faj God's image of holiaefs being obliterated, Satan, with 
all his horrid crew of luds and vile afFedions, gained admit- 
tance : the underilanding was perverted, and the affe£tioo» 
tftraDg<5d ; the dreadful refult was,

IKay the con(idera(;ion of the awful eHe'£ls of (in lead the« 
jnd . me, reader, to the blood of Jefus continually for the 
atonement of it; and to the throne of grace, for power 
agaihft it— -that it may appear exceeding fmful ; being mofb 
loathfome in the fight or God, and de(lru£kive pf mark's hap- 
pineis. Sin expelled the angels from heaven, man from p2H\ 
"i^apdife, and, if unatoned for, through hardnefs of heart, im- 
penitence, and unbelief, will (hut up both foul and body in 
the prifon of hell for evermore. The Lord enable us ta 
abhor the leaft appearance of evil, and to cleave unta that 
wMifhisgood! 
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the light, he became is one that was born blind. To this 
houfe my lord was confined^ as to a prifon ; nor might 
he, upon his parole, go further than within his own bounds. 
And now, had he had an heart to do for Manfoul, what 
eoiitd he dp for it, or wherein could he be profitable to 
her ? So then, fo long as Manfoul was under the j^ower . 
and government of Diabolus (and fo long it was under him, 
«s it was obedient to him ; which was even unti^ fey a war 
it was refcued out of his hand) ; fo long my lord mayor 
was rather an impediment in, than an advantage to, the 
famous town of Manfoul. 

As for Mr. Record^f", before the town wa^ 
The recorder taken, he was k hian well read in the laws of 
pu ou o p ace. j^.^ King, and alfo a man of courage and 
laithfulnefs to fpeak truth on every occafion ; and he had a 
tongue as bravely hung, as he had an head filled with judg- 
tnent. Now this man, Diabolus could by no means ^bi£^ 
becaufe^ thd* he gave his confent to his coming into the 
town^yet he could not^ by all wiles^ trials/ ({ratagemsy 
and devices that he could ufe, make him his own. True, 
be was much degenerated from his former king, and alfo 
much ^pleafed with the giant's fervice, and many of his 
laws, 3ut this would not do, forafmuch as he was not 
He fomotimcs wholly his ; he would now and then think 
fpeaks for the upon Shaddai, and have a dread'of his law 
firft King. ^pou him, and then he would fpeak againrf 

Piabolus with a voice as great, as when a lion roareth : (a) 
yea, and would alfo at certain times, when his fits were

Since tKerctbre the giant could not make 
him wholly his own, what dotb he do, but ftudies all that 
lie could' to debauch the old gentleman^ and, by debauchecf* 
to (hipify his mind, ^nd more harden his heart in the ways 
pf vanity. And as he attempted, fo he ac- He is, more ^e* 
^ compliflied his dttfign : he debauched the bauched than 
man, arid by little and little fo drew hjm ini ^«fo'c» 
to fin and wickednefs, that at lad he was not only dCi- 
bauchpd as at firft, and (o by confequence defiled,. but was 
^Imofl (at laft, I f^) pafl all cohfcience of fin. And4his 
Ivas the fartheft Diabolus could go. Wherefore he be- 
thinks him of another'projeA, and that was, to perfuade 
the men of dhe town that Mr. Recorder was mad, ^nd fo 
not to^ be regarded. And for this he urged his fits, and 
ifaid, If he be "himfelf, why doth he not do thus always ? 
But, quoth he, all mad folk have their fits, and in them 
iraving language ; fo hath this old and doating gentleman*

He that Diabolus made governor over the firft of thefe, 
was one Spite-God, a moft blafphembus wretch. He 
came with the whole rabble of* them that came ags^inft 
Manfoul at firft, and was himfelf one of themfelves. He 
that was made the governor of Midnight hold was one 
Love-no-light, he was alfo one of them that came firft 
againftthe town.. And he that was made the governor 
of the hold called Sweet-fin-hold, was one whofe name, 
was Love-flefli ; he was alfo a very lewd fellow, but not 
of that country from whence the others are bound. This 
f^low could find more fAeetnefs when he was fucking a 
luft, than he did in the Paradife of God. (i) 
Diaboius hat And now Diabolus thought himfelf fafe ;

Now when the town of Manfoul faw the xhe heart of 
multitude, and the foldiers that were come Manfoul begi»s 
iip againft the place, and the rams and flings, *** ^*^'- 
and the mounts on which thsy were planted ; together 
with the glittering of the armour, and the waving of their 
colours ; they were forced to (hift and Ihift, and again to 
fliift their thoughts ; but they hardly chan^ for thoughts 
more ftout, but rather for thoughts more faint ; for though 
before they thought . themfelves fufSciently guarded, yet 
now they began to think that 00 man knew what would 
be their hap or lot. 

When the good prince Emanuel had 
thus beleaguered Manfoul, in the firft pUce hJ^fg^ulT ^"^ 
he hangs out the white flag, which he caufed 
to be let up among the golden flings that were planted up- 
on mouht Gracious.

* Great Sir, as^ to what, by your mcf-' ^ 
fenger, you have fignified to us^ whether foik'!Tnfw<;r/ 
we will accept your mercy, or fall by your 
juftice; we aire bound, by the law and cuftom of this 
place, and can give you no pofitive anfwer: for it is 
againft the law, government, and the prerogative royal of

come down to the wall, and there give you fuch a treat*

When the good Prince Emanuel heard Emanuel gnev* 
this anfwer, and faw the (lavery and bondage ed at the folly 
of the people, and how contented they were ^^ Manfoui. 
to abide in the chains of the tyrant Diabolus, it grieved 
him at the heart.

yea, they have alfo put the whole ftrength of 
Manfoul under me. 

' Moreover, this town of Manfoul hath difavowed thee z ' 
yea, they have caft thy law, thy name, thy image, and all 
that IS tbtne, beiiind their bacK ; and have accepted, and 
Jet up in their room, my law, my name,, my image, and

Yea, ^°»»"««J- 
they all this while took him to be one of that power and 
force that by no means could be refifted : wherefore while

When Ehabolus heard this, and perceived 
that he was difcovcred in all his deceits, he foljaid!"^' 
was confounded, and utterly put tOia non- 
plus J but having in himfelf the fountaia of iniquity, rage> 
and malice ^aind both Shapdai and his Son, and the 
beloved town of Man foul, what doth he but ftrengtheA 
himfelf what he could to give frefli battle to the noble 
prince Emanuel. So then, now we muft 
have another fight before the tbwn of Man- ^^^^^ ^Jr^&. • 
foul is taken. Come up then to the moun- 
tains, you that love to fee military adions, and behold by 
both fides how the fatal blow is given; while one feeks 
to hold, and the other feeks to make himfelf mafter of, the 
famous town of Manfoul.

fwered. We are the captains and commanders of the great 
Shaddai, and of the bletkd Emanuel his Spn, and 
we demand pQfleflion of your houfe for the ufe of our 
noble Prince.

There w^s 
alfo one Mr. B^ckward>to-ail-but«naught, and he alfo was' 
one of the lord WilUbe- will's officers, and was the captain 
of the two guns that once were mounted on the top of Ear* 
gate ; he alfo was cut down to the ground by the hands of 
captain Execution. Befides thefe two, there was another, 
a third, and his name was captain Treacherous, a vile- 
man this was, but one that Will-be-will put ajzreat deal 
of confidence in ; but him alfo did this captain Execution 
cut down to the ground with the* reft. He alfo made a 
very great flaughter among my lord Will-be-wiirs fbldiers, 
killing many that were flout and fhirdy, and wonnding 
many that for Diabolus were nimble and adive. But all 
thefe were Diabolonians \ there was not a man, a native 
of Manfoul, hurt.

Now the old recorder, and my lord Un- The oidtownf- 
derftanding, with fome others of the chief ^ n meet and 
of the town, to wit, fuch as knew they ^^^^^^' 
mull ftand or fall with tlie famous town of ManfouU came 
together upon a day, and, after confultation had, jointly 
agreed to draw up a petition, and fend it to EMANUELy 
now while he fat in the gate of Manfpul. So they drew

So after lolc'^l^nf^ 
fome time, labour and travail, the gate of 
the caftle that was called Impregnable was beaten open, 
and broken into feveral fplinters, and fo a way was made 
to go into the hold in which Diabolus had hid himfelf. 
Then were tidings fent down to Ear-gate, for Emanuel 
ftill abode there, to let him know that a way was made in 
at the gates of the caftle of Manfoul.

ftij Thi9 was at our Lord's afcenfion, when he triumphed 
over all the force df death and hell, obtained eternal redemp- 
tion for U9, and received of his Father all power in heaven 
and earth for his eleA, till their number is accomplilhed. 
Then faints and angels will unite in finging the glories of 
the new creattoni and the everlalting praifes of the RedeQmer« 
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h^avensc True, they could not tell what would be the Iflue 
of things as to them,' all things being done in fuch excel* 
lent methods; and I cannot tell how, but things in the 
management of them feemed to cafte a fmile towards tht 
town ; fd that their eyes> their heads, their hearts, and 
their minds, and ail that they had, were taken and held 
while they obferved Emanuel^s order.

before. When therefore the high and mighty Prince liad 
thus far finiOied his triumph over Diabolus, the townf^ 
n:ien had more leifure to view and behold the anions of 
their noble Captains. But the captains carried it with thaf 
terror and dread in all they did (and you may be fure they 
had priv^ inftrudions fo td do), that they kept tfie town 
under continual heart-aching, and caufed (in their appre* 
henfion) the well-being of Manfoul for the future to (land 
in doubt before them, io that for fome confiderable time thef 
neither knew what reft or ^fe or peace or hope jneant. faj

IHJt them in execution, made no fmall addition to the fearf^ 
of the town of Manfoul ; for now, to their thinking, were 
their former fears of the ruin of Manfoul confirmed. Now 
what death they ihould die, and how long 
^r^ir*^^ they fliould be in dying, was that which moft 
- perplexed their heads and hearts : yea, they 
were afraid that Em annuel would command them all 
into the deep, the place that the. prince Diabolus was afraid 
of I for they had dcferved it. Alfo to die by the fword 
4n the face qf the town, and in the open way of difgrace, 
from the hand of fo good and fo holy a prince, that, too» 
troubled them fore : thf town was alfo greatly troubled 
ifor the men committed to ward, for that they wei« their 
flay' and their guide ; and for that they believed, that if 
thoie men were cut dF, their execution would be but the 
beginning of the ruin of the town of ManC^. Where-

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hear the news ; nor knew they what, or what, manner 
of interpretation to put upon what, the Prince had faid. 
J»Jow when the prifon was <:leared of the throng, the 
prifoners began, to. comment among themfelves upon 
fon • Emanuel's words.

perplexity all that night, until the next ^^*"^* 

morning. 

But, fo far as I could gather by the beft information I 
could get, all this hubbub came through the words that 
the Recorder faid, when he told th«m, that 
in his judgment the Prince's anfwer was a ^IjatwiUnoi 
melTcnger of death. 'Twas this that fired ^ ' *^°^ 
the town, and that began the fright in'Manfoul;. for 
Manfoul in former times ufed to count that Mr. Recorder 
was a feer, that his fentence was equal to the bell of ora- 
cles ; and thus was Manfoul a terror to itfelf. 

And ndw they began to feel the efFe6ls of ftubbom 
rebellion, and unlawful refirtance againft their Prince . I 
fay, now. they began to feel the efFeds thereof by guilt and 
fear, that now had fwallowed them up; and who more 
involved in the one, but they that were n\()ft in the other, 
to wit, the chief of the town of Manfoul ? 

To be brief; when the fame of the fright 
was out of the town, aiid the prifoners had a ^^itiJ^Tli^^ 
little recovered themfelves, they take to ^^ * *°" ^^**^' 
themfclves fome heart, and think to petition the Prince 
toajn for Iffe.r^) So they drew up a third .

but others thought good not to do that, and that becanfe he 
CM Oood.deed fpcd no better. Now there was an old man

After the Recorder had given in his realpns, why cM 
Good'deed (hould not go with this petition to EMANf^ki), 
the reft of the prifoners and chiefs of Manfoul oppoTed 
italfo; and fo uTd Good-deed was laid afide, and diey 
dgreed to fend Mr>. I>efires-&wake again. According^ji 
they fent for him, and defired that he would a feamd 
time go with their, petition to the Prince ; and he readilf 
told them he would : but they bid hinii that in aAyr 
wife be ihould take heed that in no word or carrfage^ ho 
gave ofibnce to the Priace ; for by doing fo« for aught 
we can tellj faid they, you may bring Manfoul into utter 
deftru^ion. 

Now Mr. DeOres-awake, when he faw m^ Dcftret* 
that be mud go on this errand, befought that awake goe» 
they would grant that Mr. Wet-eyes might again* ani take* 
go with him. (a) Now this Wet-eyes vt^as a JJ|^^*^*^** 
near neiehbour of Mr. Defires, a poor man* 
a man of brdcen fpirit, yet one that could fpeak well to a 
petition. So they granted that he fhould go with him. 
Wherefore they addrefs thcmfelves to thair bufinefs : Mr* 
DeTires put a rope upon his head, and Mr. Wet-eyes went 
with his hands wringing together. Thus they went tQ 
the Prince's pavilion. 

Now when they went< to petition this third time, they 
were not without thoughts that by bften coming thej 
might be a.burden to the Prince. Wherefore when thejr 
were come to the door of his pavilion, they Their jipoYtfgy 
6r{l made their apology for themfelves, and for tfatirconiiqi 
foT' their coming to trouble Emanuel fo ■?"■• 
often ; and they faid, that they came not hither to-day 
for that they flighted to hear themfelves talk^ but for that

They alfo thought that fome mifbehaviour of Mr. Defires- 
awake, the laft time, might give fome difguft to his 
Highnefs, and fo caufe that he returned front fo merciful 
a Prince empty, and v/ithout countenance. So when they 
had made this apology, Mr. Defires-awake caft himfelf 
proftrate npon the ground, as at the firft, at the feet of 
the mighty Prince, faying, Oh that Manfoul might live 
before thee! fo he delivered his petition. The Prince, 
tvheu he had read the petition, turned afide awhile a^ 

before; and, coming again to ,the place 
talkcfh wirfi 'where the petitioner lay on the ground, he 
them. demanded what his name was, and of what 

efteem in the account of Manfoul, for that 
he, above all the muhitude in Manfoul^ (hould be fent to 
him on fuch an errand ? faj Then faid the man to the 

Prince, O let not my Lord be angry ; and 
frtt ?eech\o ^^^^ inquireft thou after the name of fuch a 
)iis prince, dead dog as I am ? Pafs by, I pray thee, and 

take no notice of whom I am, becaufe there 
is, as thou very well knoweft, fo great a difproportion 
between me and thee. Why the townfmen chofe to fend 
me on this errand to my Lord, isbeft known to themfelves ; 
but it could not be for that they had thought I had favour 
with my Lord. For my part, I am out of charity with my- 
felf : who then (hould be in love with me } Yet live I would, 
and fo would I that my townfmen fhould ; and becaufe both

Then (aid the Prince, And what is he that is become 
thy companion in this fo weighty a matter ? So Mr. 
Deflres told Emanuel, that he was a poor neighbour of 
his, and one of his moft intimate aflbciates ; and nis name, 
faid he, may it pleafe your mod excellent Majefty, is Wet*^ 
eyes, of the town of Manfoul. I know that tnere are many 
of that name that are naufi;ht^ but I hope it will be no 
offence to my irord^ that 1 have brought my poor neigh- 
bour with the. 

Then Mr. Wet-eyes fell on his face to the ground; 
and made this apology for coming with his neighbour to 
his Lord : 

^ O my Lord, quoth he, what I am, I Mr. Wct-ey^i^ 
know not myfelf ; nor whether my name be apology for 
feigned or true, efpecially when I begin to ^gf h^^^^"****^* 
think what fome have faid, namely, that this ^^^^ '^^'^* 
name was given me, becaufe Mr. Repentance was my* 
father. Good men have bad children, and the finceredo 
oftentimes beget hypocrites. My mother alfo called me 
by this name from my cradle ; whether becaufe of the 
moiftnefs of my brain, or the foftnefs of my heart, X c^xlT 
not tell. I fee dirt in my own tears, and nlthinefs in the 
bottom of my prayers, (a) But I pray thee (and all this 
while the sentleman virept}, that thou wouldft nort remem-. 
ber againft us our tranfgreflions, nor take oiFence at the 
unqualifiednefs of thv ferv^nts, but mercifully pafs bv the 
iin of Manfoul, and refraiti from the glorifying or thy

When the recorder had m^de an end of 
reading the. pardon^, the townfmen ran upon ^^^^T^ 
^e walls of the town, leaped thpreon for ^^^^ ■ * 
jby, and bowing themfelves feven times with their foecs 
towards Emanuel's pavilioii, ihouced aloud for joy, and 
£»d, ." Let Emanuel live for ever !*' 

Then order was given to the young men 
ki Manfoul, that they fliould riBg the bells l^'^^^^^^^^ 
for joy ; fo the belis rung, the people fung, ^*'™ ^ ^ - 
and the ntufic pUyed in every houfe in Manfoul. 

When the Prince had fent home the three 
prifoners of Manfoul with joy #nd pipe and ^J* ^"^*"^* ^ 
tabor, he commanded his captains, with all * ^* 
ihe field officers and foldiers throughout his army, to be 
9eady on the morning that the recorder fhould read the 
ipavdon in Manfoul, to do his further pleafure. So the

Thus have I fliewn you the manner and way that 
Emanuel took to recover the town of Manfoui from un- 
der the hand and power of the tyrant Diabolus.

Then faid he, ** All ^peacc be to you.j** So 
the town came nigh, and touched with the hand the top of 
his golden fceptre ;«?ind they faid, Ohi that the prmce 
EmAi<^uel, with his captains and men of war, would 
dv/ell in Manfoul for ever; and that his battering raais 
and flings might be lodged in her, for the ufe and fervice 
of die Prince, and for the help and ftrength of Manfoul I 
for, faid they, we have room for thee, we have room for 
thy men, we have alfo room for thy weapons of war, and 
a place to make a maga^&ine for thy carriages.

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Now when he was come fo far into the town as to the 
Recorder's houfey he commanded that one fhould ge to 
captain Credence, to know whether the caftle of Manfoul 
was prepared fo cntertaiq his royal prefence (for the prepa* 
.ration of that was kft to that captain), and word was 
brought that it was, ASs xv. 9. Then was captain Crc* 
dence commanded alfo to come forth with his power to 
meet the Prince ; which was done as he had commanded^ 
and he condu£led him into the caftle, Eph. iii. 17. This 
done, the Prince that night lodged in the caftle with his 
mighty captains and men of war, to the joy of the town^f 
Manfoul, 

Now the next care of the townsfolk was, 
how the captains and foldiers of the Prince's ^V^t'XSS 
army ihould be quartered among them ; and have moft of the 
the care was, not how they ihould (hift their ^o^'^^^" belong* 
hands of them, but how they (hould fill their p^i^e/^ 
houfes with them : for every man in Manfoul 
now had that efteem of Emanuel and his men, that no* 
thing grieved them more, than be^aufe they were not 
enlarged ei^ougk, every one of them, to receive the whole 
army of the Prince; yea, they counted it their glory to be 
waiting upon them, and would in thofe days run at 
their bidding like lacqueys, {a) At laft they came to this 
refult :

4. That captain Good-hope fliould qiiafter at my lord- 
mayor's. Now for the houfe of the recorder, himfelf de- 
fired^ bccaufc his houfe was next to the caftle, and becaufe 
from him it was ordered by the Prince^ that if need be, 
the alarm fliou(d be given to Manfoul: it was, I fay, de- 
fired by him, that captain Boanerges and captain Convic- 
tion (hould take up their quarters ^yith him, even they and 
all their mep.

Befides this, they craved that they might have, with- 
out difficulty or interruption, continual accefs unto hfm ;

When he fpake, they all flopped tTieir ThcyiompI 
mouths, and gave audience; and when he **""* 
walked, it was their delight to imitate him in his goings. 

Now upon a time Emanuel made a feaft for the 
towp of Manfoul; and upon the feafting-day, the townsfolk 
were come to the caftle to partake of his banquet. And 
he feafted them with all manner of outlandifli fqod ; food 
that grew not in the fields of Manfoul, nor in all the whole 
kingdom of Univerfc. It was food that came from his 
Father's court, and fo there was difh after „ .. - 
di(h fet before them, and th^y were com- ^l^fl^^' 
faianded freely to eat. But ftill, when a frefh 
difh was fej jbefore then?, they woqld whifperingly fay to 
each other, " What is it?" for they wifl not what to call 
It, Exod. xvi. 15. They drank alfo of the 
water that was made wine ; and were very f^^J^^^^' 
merry with him. There was mufic alfo all 
the while at the table, and man did eat angels food, and had 
honey given him out of the rock ; fb Manfoul did cat the 
food that was peculiar to the court, yea, they had now 
thereof to the full, (fl) Pf.lxxviii. 24, 25. 

I muft not forget to tell you, that as at this table there 
ysrere muficiaiis, fo they wete not thofe of the country, 
nor yet of the town of Manfoul; but '.they were .the 
mafle^s ^i^ the fongs that wfere fung at the court of

Emanuel alfo expounded unto them fomc of thofe 
riddles himfelf; but Oh how they were lightened! They 
faw what they never faw before ; they could not have 
thought that fuch rarities could have been couched in fo 
few and fuch ordinary words. I told you before, whom 
thefe riddles did concern ; and as they were opened, the 
people evidently faw it was fo. (a) Yea, they gathered that 
the things themfelves were a kind of portraiture, and that 
,of Emanuel himfelf; for when they read in the fcheme 
where the riddles were writ, and looked in the faqe of the 
Prince, things looked fo like one to the other, that Man* 
fo^I. covild not forbear but fay. This is th^ Lamb, this is 
the Sacrifice, this is the Rock, this is the Red Cow, this 
is the Door, and this is the Way; with a gf eat nuiny other 
things more. 

And thus he dlfmiffed the town of Manfoul. But can

Yea, fo taken were the townlmea now with their Prince^ 
that t^ey would firig of him in their fleep.

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Now it was in the heart of the prince Em a- Manfouj mufi 
KUBL to new-model the town of Manfoul, be new-modtl' 
and to put it into fuch a condition as knight be ^^^* 
mod pleating to him, and that mi^ht beft fbnd with the 
profit and fecuriiy of the now flourifliing town of Manf6ul. 
He provided alfo againft infurre£Uons at home, afxi inva« 
fions abroad : fuch love had he for the famous town of 
Man foul. 

Wherefore he firft of all commanded that Th©.inftru- 
the great flings, that were brougtit from his ^J^'^^^^^^ 
Father^s cwirt when he caoie to the town of 
Manfoul, (hould be mounted, fonie upon the battlements 
of the caftle, feme upon the towers ; for there were towers 
in the town of Manfoul, towers new built by Emanuel 
fince he came thither. There was alfo an inftrument in. 
vented by Emanuel, that was to throw Anam«icfstcr- 
ftones from the caftle of Manfoul, out at ribie inftru- 
Mouth^3te;{tf) an inftrumetit that could JJ^°f^ 
not be refifted, nor that could mifs of execu- *^ * 
lion; wherefore, for the wonderful exploits that it did 
when ufed, it went without a name ; and it was commit- 
ted to the care of, and to be managed by, that brave 
captain, the captain Credence, in cafe of war. This done, 
t MANUEL called the lord Will-be-will to 
him, and gave him in commandment to take ^J|^o^t^^^^ 
care of the -gates, the wall, and towers in* 
Manfoul : alio the Prince gave him the militia into*'his 
hand, and a fpecial charge to withfland all iiofurreiStions 
and tumults that might be made in Manfoul againft the 
peace of our Lord the King, and the peace and tranquillity 
of the town of Manfoul. He alfo gave him in commiffion, 
that if he found any of the Diabolonians lurking in any 
corner of the famous town of Manfoul, he fhould forth- 
with apprehend tbeqa and flay them, or commit them ta 
fafe cuftody, that they may be proceeded againft accord- 
ing to law.

Temnly ended their ceremony, returned to their place 
again, 

Emanuel aUo appointed them a day 
5!:'^S^?*.. wherein he would renew their charter, ("aJ 

(aeir charter* , .j 11 1 •• 

yea wherem he would renew and enlai^ it, • 
tnending feveral faults therein, that Manfoul's yoke might 
be yet more eafy, Heb. viii. 13. Mat. xi. and this he aid 
without any defire of tbeir's, even of his own frankneft 
and iioble mind. So when 6e had fent for and feen their 
old one, hp laid it by, and faid, ** Now that which decay- 
eth and waxeth old, is ready to vapifli away." He faid 
moreover. The town of Manfoul (hall have anoth^, and 
a better. An epitome whereof take as follows : 

"I Emahucl^ 

(a) By affording more fweet and appropriating views of 
Jefus in all his divine mediatorial ofEces ; the glory of his 
perfon and work, fuitablenefs, and our interetl in bim «a 
the inexhauftible fource of all covenant-bleiEngs. 
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^ I Emanuel, Prince of peace^ and a great lover of 
the town of Manfoul, do, in the name of my Father, and 
of my own clemency, give, grant, and bequeath to ra/ . 
beloved town of Manfoul: (a) 

" Firft, Free and full forgivenefs of all ^he chirter tf 

wrongs, injuries, and ofFeoces, done by them the towa •$ 

againft my Father, me, their neighbours, or ManfouU 
themfelves, Heb. viii. John xvii. 8, 14. 

" Secondly, I do give them the holy law, and my tef- 
tament, witn alll therein contained, for their everlafting 
comfort and confolation, 2 Pet. i; 4. 2 Cor. vi. 1. i Joha 
i. i6. 

" Thirdly, I do alfo give them a portion of the felf»fame 
grace and goodnefs that dwells in my Father's heart and 
mine. 

" Fourthly, I do give, grant, and beftow upon them 
freely the world, and what is therein, for their goody 
I Cor. iii. 21, 22. And they fhall have that power over 
it, as Ihall Aand with the honour of my Father, my glory, 
and their comfort, yea, I grant them the benefits i6f lifQ 
and death, and of things preient and things to come. This 
privilege, no other city^ town, or corporation ihall have, 
jbut my Manfoul only. 

*< Fifthly, I do give and grant them leave, and firce adi^. 
cefs to me in my palace at all feafons, there to mafee 
known their wants to me ; and I give them moreover a 
promife, that I will hear and redrefs all their griev^nceSf 
Heb. X. 19, 20. Matt. vii. 7. 

" Sixthly, I do give, grant to, and inveft the town of 
Manfoul with, full power and authority to feek out, take^ 
enilave, and deftroy, all and all manner of Diabolonians, 
that at any time, from whence foever, (hall be found firag- 
gling in or about the town of Manfoul,

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<* Seventhly, I do further grant to nay beloved town of 
Manibul, that they Ihall have authority not to fuf&r any 
foreigner or ftranger, or their feed, to be free in and of 
the blefled town of Manfoul, nor to fliare in the excellent 
privileges thereof: but that all the grants, privileges, and 
inimunities, that I beftow upon the famous town of Man- 
foul, (hall be for tho^ the old natives, and true inhabitants 
thereof; to them, I fay, and to their right feed after them^ 
Eph. ly. 22. Pol. Hi. 5 — 9. But all Diabolonians, of 
Wnat fort, birth, country, or kingdom foever, Ihall be de- 
^rred a (hare therein." 

So when the town of Manfoul had received their gra** 
pous charter (which in itfelf is infinitely more large,) they 
curried it to Aiidience, that is, to the market place, a»d> 
there Mr. Recorder read it in the prefence of all the peo- 
ple, 2 Cor. iii. 5. Jer. xxxi. 33. Heb. viii. 10. This 
being done, it was had back to the c^ftle- 
TheiV charter gates, ar)d there fairly engraven upon the 
cSu/^ate.! ?^rs thereof, and laid in letters of gold, to 
' ^ / the end that the town of Manfoul, with all 
^He people theteof, might have it always in their view, or 
might go where they might fee what a bleffed freedom 
their Prince had .befto wed upon them, that their joy might 
be increafed in themfclves, and their love renewed to their 
gfeat and good Emanuel. 

But what joy, what comfort, what confolatiop, thi«k 
YOU, did now poffefs the hearts of the men of Manfoul! 
The bells rung, the minftrels played, the people danced, 
jthe captains ihouted, the colours waved in the wind, the 
ifilver trumpets founded, and all the DiaboIonian$ now 
l^ere glad to hide their heads, (a) 

When this was over, the Prince ftnt for the eWers of 
Manfoul, and communed with them about a minitlry he 
k^ended to eflablifh among them \ fuch a miniftry, that

At this news, when the elders of iClanfoul 
brought it to the people, the whole town goodS^u^w 
came running together (for it pleafed them 
well, as \*fhatever the Prince now did, pleafed the people,) 
and all with one confent implored his Majefty, that hp 
.would forthwith eOablifh fuch a minidry among; them, zs 
might teach them both law and judgment, ftatute and 
commandment ; that they might be documented in all goi^ 
and wholfome things. So he told them he would grahi 
their requeds-; and would e(lablt(b two among them^ on^ 
that was of his Father's court, and one that was » lutlvf 
of Manfoul. 

He that is from the court, faid '^^i ^s a -^ 
perfon of no lefs quality and dignity than my * yspinc 
Father and I, 2 Pet. i. 21. i. Cor. ii. 10. John i. U 
V. 7. And he is the Lrord chief Secretary of my Fajher^ 
houfe; for he is, and always has been, the chief diftatoif 
of all my Father's laws ; a perfon well ftilled in all mys- 
teries, and knowledge of myfteries, as is my Father, or ais 
myfelf is. Indeed^ he is one with us in nature^ and alfo as 
to loving of, and being faithful to, and in the eternal con<* 
cerns of, the town of Manfoul. 

. And this is he, faid the Prince, that muft be your chiel 
teacher ; for 'tis he, and he only, that can teach you 
clearly in all high and fupernatural things : he, and he 
only, it is, that knows the ways and methods of iny Father's 
court ; nor can any, like him, (hew how the heart of my* 
iFather is at all times, in all things, upon all occafions^

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towards Manfoul ; for, ** as no man knows the things oft 
man, but the fpirit of a man which is in him," John xiv.

do, to keep themfelves in the love of my Father. He 
alfo it is tnat can bring loft things to your remembrance, 
and that can tell you things to come. This teacher, there- 
fore, muft have the preheminence (both in your affec- 
tions and judgment) before your other teacher ; his 
perfonal dignity, the excellency of his teaching, alfo the 
great dexterity that he hath to ailift you to make and draw 
up petitions to my Father for your help, and to his plea- 
fing, muft lay obligations upon you to love him, fear him, 
and to take heed that you grieve him not, i ThelT. i. 5, 6. 

, ^ . This Perfon can put life and vigour into

heart, Afts xxi. 10, 11. This Perfon can 
make feers of you, and can make you tell what fhall be 
hereafter, Jude 20.

ii. 7, II, 17, 29.'' Eph. iv. 30. Ifaiah Ixiii. 10. By this 
Perfon, you muft frame all your petitions to my Father 
and Me ; and without his advice and counfel firft obtained, 
let nothing enter into the town or caftle of Manfoul, for 
that may difguft and grieve this noble Perfon.f^) 

Take heed, I fay, that you do not grieve this miniftcr; 
for if you do, he may fight againft you ; and (hould ho 
onpe be moved by you to fet himfelf againft you in battle 
array, that will djftrefs you more than if twelve legions 
(hould be fent from my Father's court io make war upon 
you. 

But (as I faid) if you (hall hearken unto hitn, iand (hall 
teve him ; if you (Kail devote yourfelves to his teaching,

("a J Our Lord fays, John xvi. 13. " When he the Spirit 
of Truth is come, he will guide you into all truth ; for he 
(hall not fpeak of himfelf; but whatfoever he fhall heai^ 
that (hall he Cpeak: and he will (hew you things to c6me.'' 
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and (hall feek to have converfe, and to main communion 
with him ; you (hall find him ten times better than is tiie 
whole world to any, i Cor. xiii. 14. Rom. v. 5. Yea^ 
he will (bed abroad the love of my Father in your 
heartsy and KlanfoUl will be the wifeft and moll bleffed of 
all people. 

Then did the Prince call unto him the old confcicnce 
gentleman, who afore had been the recorder made a minif- 
of Manfoul, Mr. ConfciencQ by name, and ^^^ 
told him, that forafmuch as he was well (killed in the law» 
. and government of the town of Manfoul, and was alfo well 
fpoken, and could pertinently deliver to them his Mafter's 
will in all terrene and domeftic matters, therefore be 
would alfo make him a minifter for, in, and to the goodly 
town of Manfoul, in all the laws^ (latutes, and judgments 
of the famous town of Manfoul. And thou muft, laid the 
Prince, confine thyfelf to the teaching of moral virtue% 
to the civil and natural duties ; but thou mutt aot attempt 
or prefume to be a revealer of thofe high and fuperhatural 
myfteries that are kept clofe in the bofom of ShaddAi my 
Father, for thofe things knoweth no man, nor can any 
reveal them but my Father's Secretary only. Thou art a 
native of the town of Manfoul, but the Lord Secretary is a 
native with my Father ; wherefore, as thou haft know- 
ledge of the laws and cuftoms of the corporation, fohe of 
the things and will of my Father. 

Wherefore, Oh Mr. Confcience, although I have made 
thee minifter and a preacher to the town of Manfoul, yet 
as to the things which the Lord Secretary knoweth, and 
(hall teach to this people, there thou mult be his fcholar, 
and a learner, even as the reft of Manfoul are. (a) Thou 
muft, therefore, in all high and fupernatural things, go 
to him for information ; for though there be a fpirit in 
man, this Perfon's infpiration mult give him underftand- 

faj Confcicnce muft be in fubordination to the alt-wifip 
Spirit of Cod. 
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ing, Job xxviii. 8. Wherefore, O thou Mr. Recorder, 
be humble, and remember, that the Diabolohians, that 
kept not their firft charge, but left their own (landing, are 
now made prifoners in the pit. Be therefore content with 
thyftation. 

I have made thee my Father's vicegerent on 
Ma^foX'"^^^^^' in fuch things of which I have made 
mention before. And take thou powar to 
;teach them to Manfoul, yea, and to inipofe them with 
whips andcbaftifements, if they (hall not willingly hearken 
to do thy commandments. And, Mr. Recorder, becaufe 
thou art old and feeble, therefore I give thee leave and 
licence to go when thou wilt to my fountain, my conduit,, 
and there to drink freely of the blood of my grape, (a) for 
my conduit doth always run wine, Heb. ix. 14. Thus 
doing, thou (halt drive from thy heart and ftomach all 
foul, grofs, and hurtful humours. It will alfo lighten 
thine eyes, and ftrengthen thy memory for the reception 
and keeping of all that the King's moft noble Secretary 
feacheth. 

When the Prince had thus put Mr. Recorder (that 
once To was) into the place and office of a minifter of 
Manfoul, and the man had thankfully accepted thefeoT, 
then did Emanuel addrefs himfeif to the townfmen 
themfclves. 

The Prince's * Behold (fald the Prince to Man(bul) my 

fpeech to Man* ]ove and care towards you ; I have added to 
-'^^^' all that is paft this mercy, to appoint you 

preachers, the moft noble Secretary, to teach you in all 
jublime myfteries ; and this gentleman (pointing to Mr. 
\Confciencej is to teach you in all things human and do- 
•ine(tic, for therein lieth his -work. He is not, bjr what I 
-have faid, debarred of telling to Manfoul any thing that 
iie hath heard from the Igrd high Secretary; only he

8. Moreover, ft was granted to them, that t)iey fliould 
take them and put them on.

Then faid the Prince unto them, * This, O Manfoul, is 
tny livery, and the badge by which mine are known from 
the fervahts of other?.

The blefled Prince alfo ordained a new officer in the 
town, Col. iii. 15, and a goodly perfon he was, his naote 
was Mr. God's-peace ; (a) this man was fet over my lord 
WilUbe-will, my lord-mayor, Mr. Recorder the fubordU 
nate preacher, Mr. Mind, and over all the natives of the 
town of Marifoul. Himfelf was not a native of it, but 
came with the prince Emanuel from the court. Ho 
was a great acquaintance of captain Credence and captain 
Good-hope ; fome fay they were akin^ and I atii of that 
opinion too, Rom. xv. 13. This man, as I faid, was 
made governor of the town in general, fpecially over the 
caftle, and captain Credence was to help him there. And 
I made great obfervations of it, that fo long as all things 
went in manfoul as this fweet-naturcd gentleman would, 
the town was in mod happy condition. Npw there were 
no jars, no chidings, no interferings, no unfaithful doings, 
in all the town of Manfoul ; every man in Manfoul kept 
clofe to his own employment. The gentry, the officers^ 
the foldiers, and all in place, obfcrved their order.

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deemed the weakeft, and ftood always with them (in 
his way of ftandingj that he fuppoftd was the ftrongfeft 
fide. 

Now when Shaddai the mighty, and Emanuel his 
Son, made war upon Manibiil to take it, this Mr. Car-. 
Bal-fecurity was then in the town, and was a great d;)er 
among the people, encouraging them in their rebellion, 
and putting them upon hardening themfelves in their refiil- 
ing the King's forces : but when he fa:w that the town of 
Manfoul was taken and converted to the ufe of the glori* 
ous Prince Emanuel ; and when he alfo faw what was

?nd force, (a) as in herfo/ufing of what fhe had, as might 
oblige her Emanuel to abide within her caftle.

But having a little recovered 
themfelves, and jointly agreeing to believe Mr. Godly-fear 
and his fayings, they began to confult what was beft to be 
done [now Mr. Garnal-fecurity was gone into his with- 
drawing room, for he liked not fuch dutnpiih doings] both 
to the man of the houfe, for drawing them into eviC Md 
alfo to recover Emanuel's love. 

Then the faying of their Prince came very ^hot into their 
nitndsy concerning the falfe prophets that (liould arife to 
delude the town of Manfoul. So they took

Now was it a day gloomy and dark, a day ofdoucb 
andof thick darknefs with, Manfoul. Now they faw that 
they had ()een foolilhf and begin to perceive what the 
cothpany and prattle of Mr. Carnal-iecurity had done, 
and what deTpei^ate damage his fwaegericg words had 
brought poor Manfoul into : but what further it was likdy 
to coft them, that they were ignorant of. Now Mr. 
Godly-fear began to be in great repute with the men of 
the town; yea, they were ready to look upon him *as a 
prophet. ^ 

Well, when the fabbath-day was come', they 
fcrmon. ^ Went to hear their fubordinate preacher; but 
Oh how did it thunder and lightLen this day ! 
His text was that in the prophet Jonah, " They that ob- 
ferve lying vanities, forfake their own mercies,*' ch. ii. S« 
But there was dien fuch po^er and authority in that fer- 
mon, and fuch a deje^ion feen in the countovances of the 
people that day, that the like hath feldom been heard or 
fett\^ The people, when fermon was done, were fcarce 
able to go to their homes, or to betake themlelves to their 
employs the week after; they were fo fermon-fmitten, and 
atfo fo fermon-iick, that they knew not what to dQ,(«)

nefs; but I l^t Manfoul He wallowing in it, until it had' 
driven Emanuel fromT it's borders. With>thefe things 
he alfo charged all the lords and gentry of Manfoul, to tne 
almoft difbacUngofthem, Pf. Ixxxvtii. 

About this time alfo therp was a great fick* 
nefs in the town of Manfoul, and moft of ^^Ma'nW • 
toe inhabitants were greatly atnicted: yea, 
the captains alfo and men of war were brought therebv to 
a Lsmguifting condition, and that for a long time togetner ; 
fb that in cafe of an invaiton, nothing could to purpofe 
now have been done, either by the townfmen or field offi- ' 
cers, Hdb. xii. li, 13.. Rev. iii. 2. Ifa. iii, 24. Oh^ 
how many pale faces, weak hands, feeble knees, an<;l 
fta^ering men, were now feen to walk the ftreets of 
Manfoul ! Here were groans, there pants, and yonder la^ 
thofe that were ready to faint, {a) ^ 

The garments too, which Emanuel had given them^ 
were but in a forrycafe; fome were rent, fom were tO]:n» 
and all in* a nafty condition; fome alfo hung fo loofelf 
upon them, that the next bufh they came at was rc^dy to 
pluck them oiF. n > 

After fome time fpent in this lad and defolate condition^ 
the fubordinate preacher called for a day of fading, and to 
humble themfelves for being fo wicked againft the^«at 
Shaddai and his Son: and he defired that captain %oa* 
merges would preach; which he confented to 
do : and the day being come, his text was Boantrgci 
this, «^ Cut it down; why cumbereth it the Mtafotth** 
ground ?'* and a very fmart fermon he made - 
upon the text. Firft, Jie (hewed what was the occadon pf 
the words, to. wit, *• becaufe the fig-tree was barren/* 
'^(hen he fhewed what -was contained in the fentence, to

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wit, repentance or utter defolation* He next (hewed by 
wbofe authority this fcntence was pronounced, and that 
was by Shaddai himrelf. And laftly, he (hewed die 
reafons of the point: and then concluded his fermbn* 
But he was very pertinent in the application, inromuch; 
that he made poor manfoul tremble: for this (ermoiK is' 
well as the former, wrought much upon the hearts of the 
men of Manfoul; yea, it greatly helped to keep awake 
thofe that were routed by tlus preaching that went before; 
(a) fo that now throughout the whole town there was little 
or nothing to' be heard or feen but forrow and mourning 
and woe. 

Now after fermon they got together, and 
wh!?todl"'' confulted what was beft to be done. But, faid 
the fubordinate preacher, I will do nothing of 
nay own head, without advifing with my neighbour Mr. 
Godly-fear. So they called and fent for Mr. Godlv-fcar, 
and he forthwith appeared. Then they defired that he 
woidd farther (hew his opinion about what they had beft 
to do: whereupon the old- gentleman faid as followeth ;' 
<« It is my opinion that this town of Manfoul (hould, in 
tfii;s day of her drftrefs^ draw up and fend an humble pe^ 
tition to their offended Prince Emanuel, that he, in favour 
and grace, will turn again unto them, and not keep his 
anger for ever. 

When the townfmen had heard this fpeech, they unani* 
moufiy agreed to his advice ; fo they prefently drew up their 
They fend the rcqueft : and the next queftion was. But who 
lord-mayor to (hall carry it? At lad they all agreed to fend 
court. it by my lord-mayor, who accepted the fer- 

vicc, and addreflfed himfelf to his journey ; after which, he 
canie to the court of Shaddai, whither Emanuei.

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the gate was fhut, and a (lri£l watch kept thereat; fo that 
the petttioner was forced to (land without for a great while 
together. Then he defired that fome would go in to the 
Prince, and tell him who (lood at the gate, and alfo what ' 
his bufinefs was. Accordingly one w^nt and told Shad- 
DAI and Emanuel his Son, .that the Jord^mayor of the. 
town of M^foul fiood without at the gate of the King's ; 
court, defiring to be admitted into the prefence of Uie.: 
Pripce, the King's Son. (a) He alfo told thp lord-mayor's 
errand, both to the King and his Son Ema n u&l. But the . 
Prince would not come down, nor admit that the gate 
fhould be opened, but Tent an anfwer to this efFeS, jer, ' 
ij. 27, 28. *^They have turned their back unto me, and 
' not their face ;* but now, in the time of their trogblep . 

But can they not npw 
go to Mr. Carnali-fecurity, to whom thejc'went when 
they turned from me, and make him dieir leader, their 
lord, and th^ir protcftor i And now in their trouble they 
vifit me, from whom in their profperity they went* 
aftray." 

This anfwer made my lord-mayor look "black in the 
face; it troubled, it perplexed, it rent him fore. Lam. 
iv. 7, 8. And now he began to fee what it was to be 
familiar with Diabolonians, fuch as Mt. Carnal-fecurity 
was. When he faw that at court (as yet) there was little 
help to be expefted, either for himfclf or Theiord.mtyor - 
friends in Manibul ; he fmote upon his breaft, returns, ^ad

<rf'them in want, to be willing to day his leifure. (a) 

Then they took courage* and fent again

Now you may remember that I told you

31 Manfoul into the bands of Diabolus again. .Now fome 
vifedoneway, and fome another, every man according 
Co his own liking. At lad my lord Lafciviournefs pro- 
pofed, that fome of the Diabolonians in Mantotfl Ihould 
ofier themfelves for fervants to fome of the natives of the 
' town ; for, faid he, if they do To,, and Manfoiil (hall ac- 
cept of them, they may for ds, and for Diabolus our lord, 
make the taking of the town of Manfoul more eafy than 
otherwife it would be. But then flood up the lord Murder, 
and faid, This may not be done at this time, for Manfoul 
is now in a kind of rage, becaufe, by our friend Mr. Car- 
nal-fecurity, ihe hath been once , enfnared already, and 
made to ofFend againft her Prince; and how. (hall flie re- 
concile herfelf unto her Lord again, but by the heads of 
thefemcn? Befides, vte know that they have in commiffion 
to take and flay us where-ever they fliall find us; let us 
therefore be wife as foxes: when we are dead, we can do 
them no hurt; but while we live, we may. 

Thus when they had tolled the matter to 
^'{JrJZ. *n<I fjO' they jointly agreed that a letter

To which this Profane 
made anfwer, Well, well, my lords, they are well, 
jeven as well as can be in their place. They alfo, faid he,

Now, as was faid, when they had read their letter, anji 
perceived that it encouraged them in their v^ork, they fell 
to their way of contriving again, how they might complete 
their defign upon Manfoul ; and the firft thing they 
agreed upon, was, to keep all things from Manlbul acs 
cTofe as they could, (a) Let it not be kndwn, let not 
Mdhfoul be acquainted with what we defign agalnft it^ 
The next thing was, how or by what means ^he DiaV;?- 
they (hould try to bring to pafs the ruin and lonians plot the 
i«>venhrow of Manfoul; and one faid after* overthrow of

Then flood up Mr. Deceit, and faid. My right Diabo- 
Ionian friends, our lords, and the high ones of the dungeon 
propound ynto us thefe three ways : 

1 . Whether we had beft to feek it's ruin, by making 
Manfoul loofe and vain : 

2. -Pr, by driving them H) doubt and defpair ; 

3. Or, by endeavouring to blow them up with the

fa J Ignorance of God, our hearts, and Satan's devices, 
ruins millions, and diftrcfles^hc believer : may th« chofen 
few ftudy the divine oracles with prayer, and patiently wait 
in faith for the fulfilment of every promife ! 
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them, and that will dirguft him much. 'This^ if it works 
yftll, will quickly make them leave off their way of fend- 
ing petitions to him ; then %rewel earned folicitations for 
help and fupply ; for then this conelufion lies naturally 
before them, ** As.good do nothing, as to do to no pur^ 
pofc/* ffij So they unanimoufly approved of Mr. De^ 
Chit's advice. 

Then the next queftion was, But how (hatl we do to 
tnring our prqjeft to pafs ? And it was anfwercd by thfc 
fame gentleman, that this might be the bed way to do it : 
The aivice Evcn let, quoth he, fo many of our friends, 
g^n by Mr. as are willing to venture themfelves foi^ the 
pcccit. promoting; of their prince's caufe, di^uife 

th«nfelves with apparel, change then: hame^, and go irito 
the market like far-country men, and profFer themfelves 
for fervants to the famous town of Manfoul, and let thetii 
pretend to do fw their mailers as bencfioially as may be ; 
for by h doing they may, if Manfoul fimll hire them« in 
little time fo corrupt and defile the corporation, that her 
^B0w Prince (hail be not only further offended with them, 
but in conelufion fpue them out of his mputli. And when 
this is done, our prince Diabolus (Hall prey ujpon theixi 
with eafe ; yea, of themfelves, they (hall fall into the 
inoirth of the eater. 

This projedl was no fooncr propounded, but was as 
readily accepted, and forward were all Diabolonia^ now 
to engage in the enterprife : but it was not thought fit that 
all ftiould do thus ; wherefore they pitched on two or 
three, namely, the lord Covetoufnefs, the lord Lafciviouf- 
nefs, and the lord Anger: the lord . Covetoufnefs called 
Jiimfelf by the name of Prudent- thrifty-; the lord Lafcivi- 
•oufnefs called himielf by the name of Harmlefs-mirth ; 
asnd the lord Anger called himfdf by the name of Good* 
-zeal.

Now the mqn 
could fpeak the language of Manfoul well : fo when they came 
into the market-place, and offered themfelves to the townf- 
men, they were prefently entertained ; for they aflked but

Mr. Mind hired Prudent-thriftyj acid Mr. Godly^f^^ 
hired Good-zeal. Tni^, this fellow Harmlefs-mirtb hun^ 
a little in hand, and could not fo foon get ^ mafteras the 
others did, becaufe the town of Manfoul was now in Lent ; 
but after a while, becaufe Lent was almoft out, lord Will- 
be-will hired Harmlefs-mirth to be both his waiting-maa 
and his iJcquey ; and thus they got them niiafters. (a) 

Thefe villains, being now got into the houfes 
of the men of Manfoul, quickly began to i^^^f^jj^' 
do great mifchief therein ; for, being filthy, aod^an^er'^vprlc 
arch, andfly, they quickly corrupted the fa- mifehiefin th« 
milies where they were ; yea* they tainted their ^^^ **^ ^'^^^ 
matters much, efpecially this Prudent- thrifty, 
and hini they called Harmlefs-mirth. True, he that went 
under the viforof Good-zeal was not fo well: liked by his 
maftcr, who quickly found that he was but a counterfeit^ 
rafcal; which when the fellow perceived, he with fpoed 
made his efcape from the houfe, or I doubt not but hif^ 
matter had hanged him. 

When thefe vagabonds had thus far carried on their;dc-> 
fign, and corrupted the town as much as they could, ia 
the next place they confidered with themfelves, at what 
time their prince Diabolus^without, and themfelves with- 
in the town, ihould make an attempt to feize upon Man*

U) Doubters are datigerofus and potent enemies ; they are 
dtdioneunMe.toGod'&fred fovereign, unafked, unmerited, 
and everlaftiog love and nwfcy in Chrift Jefut. 
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hath (hewed itfelf to be in your heads to ferve us againft 
the town of Manfoul. For you have invented for us fo 
excellent a method for our proceeding againft that rebel- 
lious people, that a more efFeftual cannot be thought of by- 
all the wits of hell. The propofals therefore which now 
at laft you have fent us, fince we faw them, >ve have done 
little elfe but highly approved and admired them. 

•• Nay, we (hall, to encourage you in the profundity of

But now, as Shaddai would have it, there was ont 
whofe name was Mr. Prywell, a great lover of the people 
of Manfoul. And he, as his manner was, went liiienin^ 
up and down in Manfoul, to fee and to hear if at any time 
he might, whether there was any defign 
againft it, ^or no. For he wa« always a jeal- '^^^^f^'' 
ous man, and feared fome niifchief fome time 
would befal it, either, from the Diabolonians within, or 
from fome power without.

Mr. Pry- 
well was always a lover of Manfoul, a fober and judicious 
man, a man that is no tattler, nor raifer of falfe reports, 
but one that loves to look into the very bottom of mattors^ 
and talks nothing of news but by very folid^argtjment.

They kept their faft, and renewed their pe- 
titions to their Prince, and Mr. Prywell managed his 
charge, arid the truft that Manfoiil had put into his hands^ 
with grfeat cbnfcience, and good fidelity ; for he gave him- 
felf wholly up to his employ, and that not only Avithin ]the 

town, but' he went out to pry, to fee, and to hear.

•nly Incredulity fhaH be over them all, becaufc he can 
more eafily and dexteroufly beleaguer the town of Man- 
foul, than any of the princes befides, Heb. xii«r i. 

Now when the captains of Manfoul, with the elders of 
the town, had heard the tidings that Mr. Pry well brought, 
they thought it expedient, without further delay, to put 
The lawf of ^^^^ execution the laws againft the Diabo- 
Ctnanuei lonians, which their Prince had made, and 

againft the 0ia- given them in commandoient to manage 
into«\"cu?ion againft them. Wherefore forthwith a di- 
ligent and impartial fearch was made in all 
houfes in Manfoul, for all and all manner of Diabolonians^ 
Now in the houfe of Mr. Mind, and in the houfe of the 

!;reat Lord Will-be-will, were two Diabolonians fotind. 
"h Mr. Mind's howfe was one lord Covetoufnefs found ; 
but he had changed his name to Prudent-thrifty. In my 
lord WiU-be-wilFs houf«y one Lafcivioufnefs was found ; 
but he.ha^ changed his name to Harmlefs-mirth. Thefe 
two the captains and elders of the town of ManCoul took 
and committed to cuftody, under the hand of Mr. True- 
man, the gaoler ; and this man handled them fo fevcrely, 
and loaded them fo well with irons, that they both fell in- 
to a very deep con fumption, and died in the prifon ; (a J 
their mafters alfo, according to the agreement qi the cap- 
tains and elders, were brought to do penance in the openL 
place, to their ihame, and a warning to the reft of the 
to^vn of Manfoul. 

Now this was the manner of penance in thofe days. 
The perfons oflFending, being made fenfible of the evil tof 
their doings, were enjoised open confeffion of their faults, 
and a ftri£t amendment of their lives. 

After this the captains and. elders of Manfoul fought 
yet to find out more Diabolonians, where-evcr they lurk- 
ed,

But Manfoul rwled now with fo ftifF an hand over the 
Diaboionians that were left, that they were ^i^^ Diabolo* 
glad to flirink into corners ; time was, when ^ians hide 
they durft walk openly and in the dby, but thcmfelvw in 
now they were forced to embrace privacy and **'°'* 

the night : time was, when a Manfoulian was their com- 
panion, but now they counted them deadly enemies. This 
change did Mr. Prywell's intelligence make in the towa 
of Manfoul. 

By this time Diabolus had finifhed his army which he 
intended to bring with him for the ruin of Manfoul ; and 
had fet over them captains, and other field officers, fuch 
as liked his furicus ftomach beft : himfelf was lord parap* 
mount. Incredulity was general of his army. Their 
higheft captains (hall be named afterwards j but now for 
their officers, colojrs, and fcutcheons.

6; The fixth captain was captain Torment, he was 
captain over the Refurreftion-Doubters, his colours were 
thofe that were pale, Mr. Gnaw was his (landard-bearer,^ 
and he had the black worm for his fcutcheon, Mark ix. 
44, 46, 48. 

7. The feventh captain was captain No-eafe, he was 
^ptaia over the Salvation- Doubters, his were the red 
colours, Mr. Reftlefs bare them, and his fcutcheon was 
the ghaftly pifture of death, Rev. iv. 11. chap. vi. 8. 

8. The eighth captain was captain Sepulchre, he was 
captain over the Glory- Doubters, his alfo were the pale 
colours, Mr. Corruption was his flandard-bearer, and he 
had for his fcutcheon a fcull, and dead men's bones, Jer. 
V. 16. ch. ii. 25. 

9. The ninth captain was captain Paft-hope, he was 
captain of thofe that are called the Felicity-Doubters, his 
ilandard-bearer was Mr. Defpair ; his alfo were the red 
colours, and his fcutcheon was the hot iron and the hard 
heart, Tim. ii. 4. Rom. ii. 5. 

Thefe were his captains, and thefe were their forces, 
thefe were the ftandards, thefe were their colours, and 
thefe were their fcntcheons. Now over thefe did the great 
The feven chief Diabolus make fuperior captains, and they 
captains of Dia- were in number feven : as namely, the lord 
beius'sarmy. Beelzebub, the lord Lucifer, the lord Le- 
gion, the lord Apollyon, the lord Python, the lord Cer- 
berus, and the lord Belial ; thefe feven he fet over the cap- 
tains.

tains, and Incredulity was lord general, and Diabolus was 
king. 

The Refornnades alio, fuch as were like themfelvcs, were 
made feme of them captains of hundreds, and fome of 
them captains of more. And thus was the army of In- 
credulity completed. 

So they fet out at Hell-gate-hill (for there they had their 
rendezvous), from whence they came with a ftrait courfc 
upon their march towards the town of Manfoul. Now, 
as was hinted before, the town had, as Shad dai would 
have it, received from the moiith of Mr. Pry well the 
alarm of their coming before, (a) Wherefore they fet a 
ftrong watch at the gates, and had alfo doubled their 
guards ; they alfo mounted their flings in good places, 
where they might conveniently caft out their great ftone3 
to the annoyance of the enemy. 

Nor could thofe Diabolonians that were in the town do 
that hurt as was defigned they ihould \ for Manfoul v^as now 
awake. But alas, poor people, they were forely affrighted 
at firft appearance of their foes, and at their fitting down 
before the town, efpecially when they heard the roaring of 
their drum, i Pet. v. 8. This, to fpeak truth, was ama- 
zingly hideous to hear, it frightened all men feven miles 
round. The ftreaming of their colours was alfo terrible 
and deje£ling to behold. 

When Diabolus was come up againft the town, firft he 
made his approach to Ear-gate ; and gave it ^it makes 
a furious aftault, fuppofing, as it feems, that aflaui* u^^ ' 
his friends in Manibul had been ready to do Ear-ga*^, ajid 
the work within ; but care was taken of that " r«pclicd. 
before, by the vigilance of the captains. Wherefore mif- 
fing of the help that he expefted from them, and finding 
his army warmly. attacked with the ftones from the (lingers

haved themfelics gallantly), he was forced to make fome 
He retreats and retreat from Manfoul, (a) and intrench him- 
intrenches felf ai^d his men in the field, without the 

himfelf. yg^^h of the flings of the town, James iv. 7. 

JIow having intrenched himfelf, he caft up four mount* 
figainft the town ; the firft he called mount Diabolus, 
putting his own name thereon, the more to affright the 
town of Manfoul : the other three he called thus, mount 
Alefto, mount Megara, and mount Tifiphone, for thefe 
are the names of the dreadful furies of hell. Thus he be- 
gan to play his game with Manfoul, and to ferve it as the 
Kon his prey, even to make it fall before his terror. But, 
as I faid, the captains and foldiers refilled fo ftoutly, and 
did fo much ej^ecution, that they made him, though againfl 
ftomach', to retreat : \yherffore Manfoul began to take 
courage. 

Now upon mount Diabolus, which was 

fta^l-d^'fet up. ^^^^^^ °" ^^^ "^'■^'^ ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ town, there 
did the tyrant fet up bis ftandard, and a fear- 
fol thing it was to behold, for he had wrought in it by de- 
* vilifh art after the manner of his fcutcheon, a flaming 
fire, fearful to behold, and the pifture of Manfoul burQ-- 
ing in it. 

When Diabolus had thus done, he commanded that his 
drummer fhould every night approach the walls of the 
town of Manfoul, and beat a parley ; the command was 
to do it at night, faj as in the day-time they annoyed hin^ 
with their flings ; for the tyrant faid, that he had a mind 
to parley with the now trembling town of Manfoul, and 
he commanded that the drum fliould beat every night, that 
through wearinefs they might at laft if pofljble (at thc*firfl 
they were unwilling, yet) be forced to do it. 

So

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So the drummer did as commanded ; he arofe, and did 
"beat hfs drum. But when his drum did eo, if one looked

30. No noife was ever heard upon earth more terrible, 
except the voice of Jhaddai, when he fpeaketh. But 
how did Manfoul tremble! it how 'looked for nothing but 
forthwith to be fwallowed up. / 

When this drummer had beaten a parley, he made this 
fpeech to Manfoul : '• My mafter has bid me ^^^ drummer 
tell you, that if you will willingly fubmit, makes a fpeech 
you (hall have the good of the earth; hut if by order ot JDia- 
you fhall be ftubborn, he is refolved to take ^^"^* 
you by force," But by that the fugitive had done beatitig 
his drum, the people of Manfoul had betaken themfelves 
to the captains that were in the caftle, fo that there was 
none to regard, nor to give this drummer an anfwer; fo 
he proceeded no further that night, but returned again to 
his mafter to the camp. 

Whbn Diabolus faw that, by drumming, he could not 
work out Manfoul to his will, the next night he fendeth 
his drummer without his drum, ftill to let the townfmen 
know that he had a mind to parley with them, faj But 
whbn all came to all, his parley was turned into a fummons 
to the town, to deliver up themfelves : but they gave him 
neither heed nor hearrng, for they remembered what at 
firft it coft them to heai: him a few words. 

The next night he fends again, and then who fliould be 
his meflTenger to Manfoul, but the terrible captain Sepul- 
chre ; fo captain Sepulchre came «p to the walls of Man- 
foul, and made this oration to the town : 

'* O ye inhabitants of the rebellious town of Manfoul ! 
I fummon you in the name of the prince Diabolus, that 
without any more ado you fet open the g^tcs of your

Nor (hall that affault that 
was given to my lord, when Emanuel dealt fo diflionour- 
aWy by him, prevail with him to lofe his right, and to 
forbear to attempt to recover his own. Confider then, O 
Manfoul, with thyfelf, wilt thou (hew thyfelf peaceably* 
brnot ? If thou wilt quietly yield up thyfelf, then our old 
friendfliip (hall be renewed ; but if thou wilt yet refufci 
knd rebel, then expedl nothing but fire and fword.*' (a) 

When the langui(hing town of Manfoul had heard thi» 
fummoner, and his fummons, they were yet more put to 
their dumps, but made the captain no anfwer at all ; fo 
away he went as he came. 

After fome confultation among themfelves, as alfo with

So they took their leaves of my Lord, and returned to 
the captains, to whom they told what my Lord Secretary 
had faid, who, when they had heard it, wei-e all of the 
fame, opinion as was my. lord-may or him felf.; the capt^ijis 
therefore began to take courage, and prepared/ to make 
fome brave attempt upon the canrip of the enemy, and to 
deftroy all that were Diabolonians, with the roving Doubt-

When Diabolus faw that his capuihs and foldiersj high 
lords, and renowned, were frightened ^ and beaten tddWo 
by the ftones that came from the golden, flings of the 
Prince, of the town of Manifoul, h$ bethought Jiimfelf, and 
faid, I will try to catch them by fawning, IiWill^try t9^ 
flatter them into my net. 

Wherefore after a while he camctdowiir' \ 
again to the wall, not now. with his- drum, ^/^"J^ ^^^^ 
nQr with captain Sepulchre, but- haying all »«*^«y» 

fabefugar'd his lips, he feemed to be a very fweet-mouthed, 
p^ceable prince, deflgning- nothing, for •honouF-fake, nor 
to be revenged on Maiubnl for injuries by them- done to 
him ; but the welfare, and good, and advantage of the town 
and people therein, wa&'now, as he faid, his only defign. 
{b) Wherefore, after he had called for audience,- and de-^ 
fired that the townsfolk would give it to himy he pfoeeeded 
in his oration : and faid,

Diabolus having thus ended his flattering, fawning, de- 
ceitful, and lying fpeech to the famous town of Manfoul, 
Che lord-mayor replied unto him as follows : 

"O Diabolus, prince of darknefs, and maflet ^t 1 j 
of all deceit ; thy lying flatteries we have had, ©r's^aafwcr!^* 
and made fufiicient probation of, and have 
tailed too deeply of that de(lru£live cup already ; fliould we 
therefore again hearken unto thee, and fo break the com- 
mandment of our great Shaddai, to join aflinity with 
thee, would not our Prince rejed us, and caftusoflFfor 
ever, and, being cad off by him, can the place that he 
has prepared for thee be a place of reft for us! Befides, O 
thou that art empty and void of all truth, we are rather

When the tyrant faw that there was little to be got in 
|)arleying with my lord-mayor, he fell into an hellifli rage, 
and refolved that again with his army of Doubters he 
vrould another time dfault the town of Manfoul. 

So

tain Cruel, and captain Torment, thefe m

tgairftthetowH. Commanded them to Fet down there for the 
war. And he alfo appointed, that, if need 
were, captain No-eafe (hould come in to their relief. At 
Nofe-gate he placed captain Brimftone and captain Sepul- 
chre, and bid them look well to their ward on that fide, of 
the town of Manfoul. But at Eye-gate he placed that 
grim-faced one, chc captain Paft-hope, and there alfo now 
did he fet up his terrible flandard. 

Now captain Infatiable was to look to the carriages of 
Diabolus, and was alfo appointed to take into cuflody 
that, or thofe perfons and things that (hould at any time as 
prey be taken from the enemy. The inhabitants of Man- 
foul kept Mouth«gate for a faliy port, wherefore that they

Now this chriftian aft of the bravfe lord 
fortification of WilLbc-will greatly abaihed captain Part- 
hopiViife." ^ hope, difcouragcd the army of Diabolus, put 
fear into the Diaboloniin runagades in Man- 
fouly and put ftrengch and courage into th« captain^, that 
belonged to Emanuel the Prince; for they withoi^ ga- 
thered, and that by this very aft of my lord, that M9n- 
foul was refolved to fight, and that the Diabdonians with- 
in the town could not do fuch things as Diabo1u$ had hopes 
they would.

Now when the children of Prudent-thrifty who dwell 
writh Mr. Mind, (for Thrift left children with Mr.* Mind, 
when he was alfo committed to prifon, and thdr name^ 
were Gripe and Rake-all, thefe he begat of Mr. Mind*s 
Mr Mind la s ^^^^f^ daughter whofe name was Mrs. Hold- 
the m». ^'^' f aft-bad,) 1 fay, when his children perceived 
how the lord Will-be-will had fervcd them 
that dwelt with him, what do they but (left they Aould 
drink of the fame cup) endeavour to make their cfcape. 
But Mr. Mind being wary of it, took them, and put th^ 
in hold in his houfe till morning, (for this was done oveK 
night,) and remembering that by the law of Manfoul au 
Diabolonians were to die (and to be fure they were at 
lead by father's fide fnch, and fome fay by mother's fide 
too ;) 'what does he, but takes them, and puts them ia 
chains, and carries them to the felf-fame place where my 
lord hanged his two before, there he hanged them. The

I teld yoir a Ihtle before, that Diabolus'&nd his army 
were fome what abaftied and difcouraged at the fight o( 
what my lord Will-be-will did, when he hanged up thofe 
two young Dlabolonians ; biit his difcouragement quickly 
turned itlfelf into furious madnefs and rage againft the 
town of.Manfoul, an J fight it he would. Alfo the townf- 
men and captains within had their hopes and cxpeftation 
heightened, believing at laft the day would be their's, fo 
the/ feared them the lefs. (a) Their fubordinate Preacher 
too made a fermpn about it, jand toojc that theme for hit 
lext, «* G^d; a troop (hall oVer-eome him, but he (hgU 
overcorme at the laft.' * Whence he ihewed, that though 
Manfotil ffipuld be forely put to it at the firft, yet t hi?

The lord Will-be-will then ftood up, and

This brave fpeech of the lord Will-be-Will, with that 
alfo of the lord-mayor, fomewhat abated the boldnels of 
Diabolusy though it kindled the fury of his 
rage. It alfo encouraged the townfmen and ^coi^^^d!" 
captains ; yea, it was as a plaifter to the brave 
captain Credence's wound ; for you mud know that a brave 
fpeech now, when the captains of the town, with theit 
men of war, came home routed, and when the enemy took 
courage and boldnefs at the fuccefs that he had obtained^ 
to draw up to the walls, and demand entrance^ at he did| 
was in feaibn, and alfo advantageous. 

The lord Will-be- will alfo played the man . 
within,, for while the captams and foldiers I^^^^^^** 
were in the field, he was in arras in the town, 
and where-ever by him there was a Diabolonian founds 
they were forced to feel the weight of his heavy hand, and 
alfo the edge of his penetrating fword; many therefore of 
the Diabolonians he wounded^ as the lord Cavil, the lord 
Brilk, the lord Pragmatick, the lord Murmur; feveral alfo 
of the meaner fort he forely maimed : though there cannot 
at this time an account be given you of any that he flevv 
outright, (a) The caufc, or rather the advantage that my 
lord Will-be-will had at this time to do thus, was, for 
that the captains were gone out to fight the enemy in t^6 
field. For now, thought the Diabolonians within, is our 
time to ftir and make an uproar in the town; what do they 
therefore but quickly get themfelves into a body, and fall 
forthwith to hurricaning in Manfoul, as if now nothing}

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I faid, he takes this opportunity to fall in among th^tn 
with his men» cutting and flafhing with courage that was 
undaunted ; at which the Diabolonians with all haft* 
difperfed theaifclves to their holds, and my lord to his place 
as before. 

This brave aft of my lord fomewhat revenged the 
wrong done by Diabolus to the captains,- and alfo let them 
know, that Manfoul was not to be parted with, for the

The drummer was alfo 
to beat without ceafing, and' the fbndard-bearers were to 
difplay their colours ; the foldiers too were to put on what 
courage they could, and to fee that they played manfully 
their parts a^inft the town. 

So the night being come, and all things by the tyrant 
made ready for the work, he fuddenly makes his aflault 
upon Feel-gate, and after he had a while finiggled there^

. what bowels of compaffion can any expeA at the hands of 
outlandiCh Doubters? (a) Many in Manfoul tHat were wo- 
men, both young and old, they forced, ravifhpd, and beafl- 
iikc abufed, to tdat they fwooned, mifcarried, and many 
pf them died, and fo lay at the top of every ftreet, and in 
all by-piaccs of the towi^. 

And novy did- Manfoul feem to be nothing but a den of 
jdragons, an eniblctn of hell, and a place of total darknefs. 
Now did Manfoul lie alinoft like the barren wildernefs ; no- 
thing but nettles, briers thorns, weeds, and ftinking things 
feem now to cover the face o^ fvlanf ui. I told you before, 
how that thefe Diabolonian Doubters turned the men of 
Manfoul out of their beds, and now I will add, they 
wounded them, they jnaiiled them, yea, and almofl brained 
paany pf them. Many, did I fay ? yea, mofl, if not all pf

And indeed 
hefliewedhimfelf a man, and more of his exploits you will 
hear of afterwards. 

Now a man might have walked for many days together 
in Manfoul, and fcarce have (een one in the town that 
looked like a religious man. Oh the fearful ttate of Man* 
foul now! now every corner fwarmed with outlandiih 
Doubters; red«coats and black-coats walked The foul full of 
the town by clutters, and filled up all the idiethoughu 
houfes with hideous noifes, vain fongs, lying ^^^ Wafphc. 
ftories, and blafphemous language againft "*'**' 
Shaddai an^l his Son. {a) Now alfo thofe Diabolonians 
that lurked in the walls, and dens, and holes that were ia 
the town of Manfoul, came forth and fhewed themfelves ; 
yea, walked with open face in company with the Doubters 
that were in Manfoul. Yea, they had more boldnefs now 
to walk the ttreets, to haunt the houfes, and to ihew 
themfelves abroad, than had any of the honett inhabitants 
of the now woeful town of Manfoul. But Diabolus and 
his outlandiih men were not at peace in, Manfoul ; for 
they were not there entertained as were the captains and 
forces of Eman uel ; the townfmen browbeat them what 
they could : nor did they partake or make deftrudlion of

lord Secretary,) I will draw up a petition for you, and will 
alfo fet my hand thereto." Then faid they, " But when 
fliall we call for it at the hand of our Lord 1" He anfwered, 
** Yourfelves muft be prefent at the doing of it. Yea, you 
mud pat your defires to it. True, the hand aad pen mall 
be mine, but the ink and paper muft be your's, elfe how can 
you fay, it is your petition? Nor have I need to petition 
for myfelf, becaufe I have not ofFended." 

He alfo added as followeth: "No petition goes from 
me in my name to the Prince, and fo to his Father by 
him, but when the people, that are chiefly concerned 
therein, join in heart and foul in the matter, for that muft 
be inferted therein.**

So they heartily agreed with the (entence of the Lord^ 
and a petition was forthwith drawn up for then)- But 
now wno fliall carry it, that was the next« But the Secre- 
tary.advifed that captain Credence (houid carry it, for h9 " 
was a wetl-fpoken man. They therefore called for him$ 
and propounded to him the bufmefk. Wei}, faid the c^p-f . 
tain, I gladly accept of the motion; and though I aoi 
lame, I will do thjs bufinefs for you, with as much ipeedf 
and as well as I can. faj The contents of the petition 
were to this purpofe: 

•* O our Lord and Sovereign Prince Em A* The pttitUm qC 
NUBL, the potent, the long-fiiffbring Prince: Mwwultothf 
Grace is poured into thy lips, and to thee ^^^^^ha* *^ 
belong mercy and forgiven^fs, though we 
have rebelled againft thee. We who are no more worthy 
to be called thy Manfoul, nor yet fit to partake of com- 
mon benefits, do befeech thee, and thy Father by thee, t^ 
do away our tranfgreflions. We confefs that thou mighteft 
cad us away for them, but do it not for thy name's lake ; 
let the X^rd rather take an opportunity, at our miferable 
condition, to let out his bowels of compafGon tous; wf 
are compafled on every fide; Lord, our own 1>ackflidings 
reprove qs, our Diabolonians within our town fright us» 
and the army of the angel of the bottomlefs pit diftrefs us* 
Thy grace can be our lalvation, and whither to go but.ta 
thee we know not. 

'< Furthermore, Q gracious Prince, we have W€akeiie4 
our captains, and they are difcouraged, fick, and of lat^. 
fame of them grievoufly worded, and beaten out of thf ' 
field by the power and force of the tyrant. Yea, even thol^ • 
of our captains, in whofe valour we formerly ufed to put 
moft of our confidence, they are as wounded men.

Lord, with many thoufand Doubters, fuch as with 
whom we cannot tell what to do; they are all grim- 
looked, and unmerciful ones, and they bid defiance to us 
and thee. 

** Our wifdom is gone, our power is gone, becaule 
thou art departed from us, nor have we what we may call 
our's, but fin, (hame, and confufion of face for fin. (a) 
Take pity upon us, O Lord, take pity ujwn lis thy mife- 
i^ble town of Manfoul, and (ave us out of the bands of oup^ 
enemies.

. This petition, as was touched afore, was handed by the 
lord Secretary, and carried to the: court by the brave and 
moil ftout captain Credence. Now he carried it out at 
Mouth-gate, for that, as I faid, was the fally-pprt pf the 
town; and he went, and came to Emanuel with it. 
Now how it came out, I do not know, but for certain it 
did, and that fo far as to reach the ears of Diabolus* 
Thus I conclude, becaufe that the tyrant had it prefehtiy 
by the end, and charged the town of Manfoul with it, 
faying, << Thou rebellious and (lubborn-hearted Manfoul, 
I will make thee to leave off petitioning ; art

Credence was come, withdrew himfeif 
from tne noife of the roaring of the tyrant, and left hinl 
to yd! at the wall of the town, or againft the gates of tW?

" Yea, may we not bv this means fo cumber ManR>u| 
with abundance, that they fhali be forced 
to m^ke of their cattle a warchoufc, infteadof '^^^^^ 
a garrifon fortified a^nft us, andar^ep* - 

tade of men of war ? Thus if we get opr poods and cofiunOi* 
dities thither, I reckon that the cattle is more that half 
eur's. Befides, could we fo order it, that they ifaould b^ 
filled with fuch k)nd of wares, then, if we m^ 9 
fudden aflault upon them, it would be hard fpr the ctiph 
tains to take a (helter there. Do you know that of the pa- 
rable, Luke viii. 14, *' The deceitfulnefs of riches chpaks 
the work." And again, " When the heart is overcharged 
ivith furteiting and drunkennefs, and the cares of this life, 
all mifchief comes upon them unawares/' Chap. xx}. 34^ 

" Furthermore,' my lords, (quoth ,hc), you very well 
}lnow that it is not eafy ibr a people to be filled with oiu: 
(hings, and not to have fome of our Diabolonians as re* 
tainers to thefr houfes and fervices. Where is a Man«- 
foulian *that is full of this world, that has not for his fer^ 
vants and waiting-men, Mr. Proifufe, or Mr. Prodigality, 
br fome other of our Diabolonian gang, as Mr. Votup- 
tuoufriefs, lyfr.' Pragmatical, Mr. Ouentation, or the 
like?

tacifer's advice Thisadvicc w?s highly applauded by them 
is applauded by all, and was accounted the very mailer-piece

fulnefs of this world, and to fiirfeit her heart with the go©d 
things thereof. But fee how things meet together. Juft 
as this Diabolonian council was broken up, captain Cre-r 
dence received a letter from Emanuel, the contents of 
which were thefe: ** That upon the third day he would 
meet him in the field, in the plains about 
EmaLh Manfoul." Meet me in the field! queth 

the captain. What meaneth my Lord by 
this ? r know not what he meaneth by meeting me in the 
field. Se he took the note in his hand, and carried it to 
my lord Secretary, to afkJiis thoughts thereupon (for my 
lord was a fecr in all matters concerning the King, and 
alfo for the good and comfort of the town of Manfoul}. 
5o \iQ (hewed my lord the not^, and defired his opinion 
thereon : For my part, quoth captain Credence, I kno\y 
not the meaning thereof. So my lord fead it, and after 
a little paufe, he faid, " The Diabolonians have had againft 
.Manfuul a great confutation to-day ; they have, I fay, 
this day been contriving the utter rum of th§ town ; and 
the refult of their counfel is, to fct Manfoul ime fuch a 
way, which, if taken, will furely make her deftroy her- 
felf. (a) And to this end they are making ready for their

S'ant, for that man dad a (!rohg arm» and he fell in upon, 
e EleSion-Doubters, for they were the life-guard of, 
0iabolus, and he kepi them in ptay a good whilc^ cutting 
and battering (h/ewdly. Now when captain Cred^ce faf» 
my \6rd ehgaged^ he ftoutly on 'the other hand fell upon 
^efamecompaiiy atfo, fo they put them to great diforder*. 
Now captain Good.hope had engaged the Vocation-Doubt-? 
ers, and they Were (lardy men; but the captain was a 
valiant man: captain Experience alfo fent fatm(bme aid; 
to he made the Vocation-Doubters retreat. The reft of 
the armies were hotly engaged, and th^ on every fidci and 
, the Diabolonians fousht ileUtly. Then niy lord Secretary

Cain had received^ he communicated to the other field offi- 
cers^ and they again to their feldiers and men of wan 
Wherefoce, like men raifed from the dead^ h the captains 
and their men arofe ; (a) made up to ^e enemy, and cried 
as before, ** The fword of the Prince Emanu^l, and the 
ihield of captain Credence!^' 

The Diaboloraaas alfo heftirred themfelves, and made 
refinance as well as they could, but in this laft engagc- 
fnent they loft their courage, and many of the Doubters 
fell dowA dead to the ground. Now when they had been 
in beat of -bsattle about an hour^r more, captain Credence 
lified up his eyes, and beheld Emanuel coming, and he 
came with colours flying, trumpets founding, and the feet 
ef his men fcarce touched the ground, they hafted with that 
celerity towards the captains that were engaged. Theat 
captain Credence wheeled his men to the townward, and 
gave to Diabolus the field.

followed after all, and the reft of the captainis^ fome oh thii 
right hand,, and fpm^ oi) the left, accompanied Em^nub^ 
into Manfoul.

Fi&hly> At the caQle gates the elders of Manfoul, to wit^ 
jny loid-mayiDr} lord,Will-be-will, the fubordinate.Preach-' 
er, Mr. Knowledge, and Mr. Miad, with 
v^A^"!^^^ other of the gentry of the place, faluted Ema^- 
^C'S«tcs« i^UEL again^ they bowed before him, thev 
kifled the dud of his feet, they thanked^ 
they bleflled and praifed his Highnefs for, not taking 
advantage againft them for their fins, but rather haq 
jrity upon them in their mifery, and returned to them with 
jnercies, and to build up their Manfoul for ever. Thus 
was he had up ftraitv^ay to thecaftle; for that was the 
foyal palace, and the place where his honour was to dwell ^ 
which was ready prepared for his Highnefs by the prefence

So they, when they were come, 
tewed themfeWes to the ground ieven times, they alfo wept, 
uiey wept aloud, and a&ed forgivenefs of the rrince, and 
prayed that he would again* as of dd, confirm M* ioYe t»

To which the creat Prince replied, •< Weep not, Im 
go your way, eat the fat and drink the fweet, Emanvii 
«nd fend portions to them for whom nooght comforts tht ia| 
u prepared, for, *• the joy of your Lord is . ^jbiunu <»C 
your ftrength."

He alio fent U^ 
their wives ear-rings and jewels^ and bracelets, ai^d otheft 
things; He alfo bellowed upon the tiue-born children of 
Manfoul, many precious thitigs. 

When Emanuel the Prince had done all thefe thijiM 
fx the famous town of ManfouU then he faid unto them>^ 
'< Firil, wafh your garments, then jput on your ornament^ 
and thencomc to me into the caltteot Manfoul," Ecclef. ix» 
8. So they went to the fountain that was fet open for Judab 
smd Jerufalem to wa(h in ; and there they wafhed, and therm 
they made their garments white, and came again to ihrn-

And now there was mufic and dancing throughout the 
frhole town of Manfoul: and that bccaufe their Prince

The toiffn of Manfoul alfo now more thoroughly fought 
fhe deftrudlon and ruin of all remaining Diabolonians that 
:ibode in the walls, and the dens (that they had in the town! 
of Manfoul), for there was of them that had to this day 
efcaped with life and litpb from the hand of their fuppreflbrs 
fti the famous town of Manfouh 

. • But my lord Will-be-will was a greater terror to them 
now than ever he had been before, forafmuch as his heart 
ivzs yet more fully bent to feek, contrive, and purfue them 
tb thd death ; he pucfued them night and day, and put them 
iow to fore diftrefs, as wtU afterwards appear. 

After things were thus far put into order in the famous 
brden given town of Manfoul, care was takeui and order 
•uc to bury the given by the bleded Prince Emanu'el, that 
^ead. the townfmen ihould, without further delay, 

sppoint fome to go forth into the plain to buiv the dead 
that were thtre; the dead that fell by the fworcf of Ema- 
nuel; ahd b/the (hield of captain Credence, left the fumes 
'and ill favours that would arife from them, might infeft' 
the air, and fo annoy the famous town of ManfoiJl. This 
alfo was a rcafon of this order, to wit, that as much as in 
Manfoul lay, they might cut off the name and being and

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' So order was given out by the lord-mayor, that wife and 
trufty friend of tke town of Man foul, that pcrfons flionld be 
employed about this neceffary bufinefs ; and Mr. Godly- 
fear, and one Mr. Upright wpre to be overfeers about this 
matter; fo perfons were put under them to work in the 
fields, and to bury the flain that lay dead in the plains. 
And thefo were their places of employment ; fome were to 
make the graves, fome Were to bury the The burial of 
deadf and (ome were to go to and fro in the the DiaboioniaA 

Slains, and alfo round about the borders of j^^^^^^^^'^^ 
/fanfoul, to fee if a IkuU or a bone, or a 
piece of a bone of a Doubter, was yet to be found above* 
ground any where near the corporation ; and if any were 
found, it was ordered that the fearchers that fearched 
ihould fet up a mark thereby and a fign, that thofe that 
were appointed to bury them might find it, and bury it out 
of fight, that the name and remembrance of a Diabolonian 
Doubter might be blotted out from under heaven. And 
that the children and they that were to be born in Manfoul 
might not know (if poiTible) what a (kult, what a bone, or 
a piece of a bone of a Doubter was. So the buriers, and 
thofe that were appointed for that purpofe, did as thev 
were commanded; they buried the Doubters, and all fkuns 
and bones, and pieces of bones of Doubters, wherever they 
found them, and fo they cleanfed the plains/ Now alfo 
Mr. God's-peace took up his commiilion, and aded again 
as in former days, {a)

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(lone, captain Torment, captain No-cafe, captain SepuU 
chreyand captain Paft^hope : And old Incredulity was under 
Diabolus their general ; there were alfo the fevep heads of 
their army, and they were the lord Beelzebub, the lord 
Lucifer, the lord Legion, the lord ApoUyon, the lord 
Pithon, the lord Cerberus, and the lord Belial. But the 
princes and the captains, with old Incredulity their general, 
all made their efcape; fo their men fell down upon theflain 
by the power of the Prince's forced, and by the hands of 
the men of the town of Manfoul. They alfo were buried, 
as is before related, to the exceeding great joy of the town 
of Manfoul: they that buried them, buried alfo with them 
their arms, which were cruel inftruments of death (their 
weapons were arrows, darts, mauls, firebrands, and the 
like) ; they buried alfo their armour, colours, and banners, 
with the ftandard of Diabolus, and what elfe foever they 
could find that did but fmell of a Diabolonian Doubter> 

Now when the tyrant was arrived at Hellgate-hill, with 
his old friend Incredulity, they immediately defcended the 
Den, and having there with their followers for a while 
condoled their misfortune, and the great lofs they fuf- 
tained before the town of Manfoul, they fell at length 
into a paflion, and revenged they would be lor the lofs that 
they fuflained before the town of Manfoul ; wherefore they 
The tytant re- prefently call a council to contrive yet further 
foives to have what was to be done againft the famous town 
M^nfoT^^^^^ of Manfoul; for their yawning paunches 
could not wail to fee the refult of their lord 
Lucifer's and their lord Apollyon's counfel that they had 
given before, for their raging gorge thought every day even 
as long as a (hort for-ever, until they were fillea with the 
body and foul, with the flefh and hopes, and with all the 
delicacies of Manfoul. (a) They therefore rcfolved to

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make another attempt upon the town of Manfoul, and 
that by an army mixed, and made up partly of Doubters, 
and partly of Blood-men. (a) A more particular account 
now take of both. 

The Doubters are fuch as have their name from their 
nature, as well as from the lord and kingdom where they 
were born \ their nature is to put a qucftion upon every 
one of the truths of Emanuel, and their country is, the 
Land of Doubting, and that land lieth off, Defcription of 
and furtheft remote to the north, between the the Land of 
land of Darknefs, and that called the Valley Doubting. 
of the Shadow of Death. For though the land of Dark- 
nefs, and that called the Land of the Shadow of Death, be 
fometimes called as if they were one and the felf-faitie place ; 
yet indeed they are two, lying but a little way afunder, and 
the land of Doubting points in, and lieth between them. 
This is the Land of Doubting, and thofe that came with 
Diabolus to ruin the town of Manfoul, are the natives of 
that country. 

The Blood-men are a people that have their 
name derived from the malignity of their na- r,^"/^"^^^ 

- Q J ^ blood-mcn. 

ture, and from the fury that is in them to 
execute it upoti the town of Manfoul; their land lieth 
under the Dog (lar, and by that they are governed as to 
their intelleftuals. The name of their country is the pro- 
vince of Loath- good, the remote parts of it are far diftant 
from the land of Doubting, yet they do both butt and bound 
upon the hill called Hell -gate-hill. Thefe people are 
always in league with the Doubters, for they jointly make 
queftion of the faith and fidelity of the men of the town of 
Manfoul, and fo are both alike qualified for the feryice of 
their prince. 

Now 

(a) By Blood-men, underftand that earthly, carnal, fcn- 
fual, devilifti nature, which is enmity to Gpd, and which wq 
arc fo much the unhappy fubjcfts of. But grace almighty 
reigns -, Lord, bcftow it upon us ! 
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Now of thefe tvi^ countries did Diabulus by the beating 
of his drutn ra>le another army againft the town of Man* 
foul, of five^ahd-twcnty thoufand ftrong. There were ten 
tboufand Doubters, and fifteen thoufand Blood-men, and 
they were put- under fcveral captains for the war ; and old 
Incredulity was again made general of the army. 

As for the Doubters, Hietr captains were five of the fcvcH 
that were heads of the laft Diabolonian army, and thefe are 
their names ; captain Beelzebub, captain Lucifer, captain 
Apollyon, captain Legion, and captain Cerberus^ and the 
captains that they had before were fome of them made 
lieutenants, and fome endgns of the army. 

But Diabolus did not count that in this expedhion of 
his, thefe Doubters would prove his principal men, f<^ 
their manhood had been tried before; alfo the Manfoulians 
Iiad put them to thje worft, only he brought tliem to muU 
tiply a number, and to help, if need was, at a pinch ; but 
his truft he put in his Blood-men, for that they were all 
rugged villains, and he knew that they bad done feats heie^ 
tofore- 

As for the Blood-men, they alfo were under command, 
and, the names of their captains were, captain

3. Captain Khmael was captain over two bands, to wit* 
over the Mocking and Scorning Blood-men; his Aandard- 
bearer bore the red colours, and his fcutcheon was one 
mocking at Abraham's Ifaac, Gen. xxi.

4. Captain EfaU was Captain oVer two bands, to wit, 
the Biood-men that grudged that another (hould have the 
blefling; alfo over the Blood-men that are for executing 
their private revenge upon others ; his ftandard-bearer bore 
the red colours, and his fcutcheon was one privately lurking 
to murder Jacob, Gen xxvii. 42, 43, 44, 45. 

5. Captain Saul was captain over two bands, to wit, the 
Groundlefly Jealous and the Deviliihiy Furious Blood- 
men ; his flandard-bearer bore the red colours, and his 
fcutcheon was thiee bloody darts caft at harnilefs David^ (a] 
I Sam. xviii. ii« 

6. Captain Abfaiom was captain over two bands, to 
wit, over the Blood-men that will kill a father or a 'friend; 
for the glory of this world; alfo over thofe Blood*men that 
hold one fair in hand with words, till they ihall havep iercol 
him with their fwords; his ftandard-bearer bore the red 
colours, and his fcutcheon was the fon purfuing the father's 
hlood, 2 Sam. xv. 13, 14. xvii. 16. 

7. Captain Judas was over two bands, to wit, the 
Blood-men that will fell a man's life for money, and 

thofe

thefe fpirits are joined in one under him ; his ftandaird- 

bearer bore this red colours, and his fcutcheon was the ftake,

Now the reafon why-Diabolus fo foon rallied another 
force after he had been beaten out of the field, was, for 
that he put mighty confidence in this army of Blood-men, 
(a) for he put a great deal of more truft in them than he 
<tid before in his army of Doubters, though they had alio 
often done great fervice for him in the flrengthening of him 
in his kingcfem. But thofe Blood-men he had often proved, 
and their fword feldom returned empty. Befides, he 
knew that thefe, like maftifFs, would fatten upon any; 
upon father, mother, brother, fifter, prince, or gover- 
nor, yea, upon the Prince of princes. And that which 
encouraged him the more was, for that they once forced 
Ema>iuEl out of the kingdom of Univerfe; and why, 
thought he, may they not drive him from the town of 
Manloul ? 

So this a|:my of five-and-twenty thoufand ftrong, was 
, ^ » A by their general, the great lord Incredulity, 
^°y1id7the' led up againft the town of Manfoul. Now 
army of Blood- Mr. Pry well, the fcout-mafter-general, went 
iwi?. out to fpy, and he brought Manfoul tidings 

of their coming. Wherefore they (hut up their gates, and 

S\t themfelves in a pofture of defence againft thefe new 
iabolonians that came up againft the town.

. /a J The my ftcry of iniquity in our hearts is as fuel for the 
enemy to kindle. May we conftantly look to Chrift's faerifice 
fx>r pardon, to his righteoufnefs for peace, and to his grace 
for vidgry. 
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So Diaboius brought up his army, and beleaguered tho 
town of Manfoul ; the Doubters were placed about FeeU 

fite, and the Blood-men fet down before Eye-gate and 
ar-gate. 

Now when this army had thus encamped themfelves. 
Incredulity^ in the name of Diaboius, in his own name^ 
and in the name of the Blood-men and the, ^^^ ^ 
reft that were with him, fent a fumipons as monc/by In^' 
hot as a red hot iron to Manfoul, to yield to credulity to 
their demands, threatening, that if they ftill pf'f"f"^^ 
Hood it out againft them, they would pre- ** "^' 
fently burn down Manfoul with fire. For you muft know, 
that as for the Blocki-men, they were not fo much that 
Manfoul (hould be furrendered, as that Manfoul (hould be 
deftroyed, and cut off out of the land of the living, (a) 
True, they fent to them to furrender ; but (hould they fo 
do, that would not quench the thirfts of thefe men : they 
muft have blood, the blood of Manfoul, elfe they die; and 
it is from hence that they have their name. Wherefore 
thefe Blood-men he referved while now, that th«y might, 
when all his engines proved inefFeSual, as his laft and lure 
card be played againft the town of Manfoul, Pfalm xxix. 
10. Ifa. lix. 7. Ifa. xxii. 17. 

Now when the townfmen had received this red-hot 
fummons, it begat in them at prefent fome changing and 
interchanging thoughts; but they jointly agreed in lefs 
than half an hour, to carry the fummons to the Prince, 
which they did when they had writ at the bottom of it. 
Lord, fave Manfoul from bloody men, Pfalm lix. 2. 

So he took it, and looked upon it, and confidered it, 
and took notice alfo of that (hort petition that the men

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of Manfoul had written at the bottom of it, and called to 
him the noble captain Credence, and bid him go and take 
captain Patience with him» and go and take care of that 
fide of Manfoul that was beleaguered by the Blood-men, 
Heb. vi. 12. ver. 15. So they went and did as they were 
commanded ; then captain Creidence went and took captain 
Patience, and they both fecured that fidt of Manfoul that 
was befieged by the Blood-men. 

Then he commanded that captain Good-hope and cap. 
Emanuel tain Charity, and my lord Will-be-will (hould 
gives direaions take charge of the other fide of the town ; and 
S'the%^'!"'^ I, faid the Prince, will fet my ftandard upoA 
the battlements of your caflle, (a) and do you 
three watch againft the Doubters. This done, he again 
commanded that the brave captain Experience (hould draw 
up his men in the market-place, and that there alfo he 
Ihould exercifo them day by day before the people of the 
town of Manfoul. Now tne fiege was long» and many a 
fierce attempt did the enemy, efpecially thofe called Blood- 
men» make upon the town of Manfoul, and many a ihrewd 
brufh did fome of the townfmen meet with from them ; 
efpecially captain Self-denial; who» I (hould hare told 
you before, was commanded to take the care of Ear-gate 
and Eye-gate now againft the Blood-men. This captain 
Self-denial was a young man, but fteut, and a townf- 
man in Manfoul, as captain Experience alfo w^; and 
Emanuel, at his fecSnd return to Manfoul, made him 
a captain over a thopfand of the Manfoulians, for the 
good of the corporation. This captain, therefore, being 
an hardy man, a man of great courage, and willine to

So after fome time fpent for the trial of the 
faith, hope, and love of the town ot Man- ^^c^aws to^ ive 
foul, the Prince Emanuel upon a day calls thirc^my bat! 
his captains and men of war together, and tie. How he 
divides them into two companies ; this done, ^^^^^^cth his 
he commands them at a time appointed, and "*"* 
that in the morning very early, to fally out upon the enemy; 
faying, " Let half of you fall upon the Doubters, and half 
of you fall upon the Blood-men. Thofe of you that go 
out againft the Doubters, kill and flay, and caufe to pchih 
fo many of them as by any means you can lay hands on;

Accordingly at the time appointed, betimes in tha 
morning, the captains went out as they were commanded 
againft the enemies : Captain Good-hope, captain Charity, 
and thofe that were joined with them, as captain Innocent, 
and captain Experience, went out againft the Doubters ;

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the Prince's men ; wherefore they purfued them, and in 
their purfuit flew many, but they could not catch them 
all. Now thofe that efcaped went fome of them home ; 
and the reft, by fives, nines, and feventeens, like wander* 
ers, went ftraggling up and down the country, where they 
{hewed and exercifed many ,of theif Diabolonian adions 
upon the barbarous people ; nor did thefe people rife up in 
arms againft them, but fuifered themfelves to be enflaved 
by them.(^) They would alfo after this fliew themfelves 
in companies before the town of Manfoul, but never to 
abide it ; for if captain Credence, captain Good-hope, or 
captain Experience did but fhew themfelves, they fied. 

Thofe that were agaiuft the Blood-men, did as they 
were commanded, they forbore to flay any, but fought to 
compafs them about. But the Blood-men, when they favir 
that no Emanuel was in the field, concluded alfo that no 
Emanuel was in Manfoul; wherefore they looking upon 
what the captains did, to be, as they called it, a fruit of 
the extravagancy of their wild and foolifli fancies, rather 
Emanue »s defpifed than feared them ; but the captains, 
captains fur- minding their bufinefs, at laft compafled them, 
round the Blood- round; they alfo that had routed the Deubt- 
mcn, and take g|,j^ came in amain to their aid ; fo in fine, 
them prifoners. ^f^^^ ^^^^ jj^^j^ ftruggling (for the Blood-men 
alfo would have run for it, only now it was too late ; for 
though they are mifchievous and cruel where they can

him, and were glad that they had found themfelves an har«

And they anfwered, There were but ten and old EviU 
thoufand Doubters in all, for the reR of the ^"cftioning.

men, we hear, they were every one taken by Emanuel's 
forces. Ten thoufand! quoth the old gentleman, I'll 
proraife you, that's a round company.
